We must encourage more and 
accurate reporting of student body affairs. I will work to promote 
greater direct contact between El Don reporters and student govern- 
ment officers for better coverage of coming and planned campus 
activities and programs. ; 

Campus bulletin boards must also be better employed. I will 
maintain up-to-date notjces of all campus events. : ; 
CAMPUS ENTERTAINMENT — Budget money that is set aside 
for campus entertainment must be better spent. Prior planning can 
insure this. That portion of our $120,000 student body budget which 
is designed for entertainment must reach more of our students with 


a greater variety.

Magician Teaches History Classes 
To Hundreds Of Spellbound Students

Is it magic that draws SAC 
students to register for classes 
taught by Mr. Lee Layport, 
Chairman of the Social Science 
Division. Perhaps! 


In the background of this ver- 
satile and dynamic teacher is a 
history of interest in the art of 
magic. During his high schoo] and 
college days, he studied and prac- 
ticed the art until, with dexterity, 
he could perform sleight of hand 
tricks with billiard balls, thimbles, 
silks, and cards. As a result of 
the thousands of hours he spent 
practicing, and his natural abil- 
ties as a showman, he began to 
perform on the stage. 


It was magic that supported 
him financially during his first 
few years of college, until his 
magical ability with books 
brought scholarships and fellow- 
ships to cover expenses during 
the remaining eight years of for- 
mal schooling. 


Lee Layport, though a native 
Californian, has traveled exten- 
sively throughout the world. In 
1966 and 1967 alone, he traveled 
more than 55,000 miles, studying 
and gathering information about 
the countries through which he 
traveled. He gave primary con- 
cern to the collecting of historical 
and cultural information of the 
places to which he traveled. 


In the classroom he makes ex- 
tensive use of the data he has 
gleaned from the many journals 
and texts which he receives mon- 
thly. By combining his experienc- 
es with the technical information 
he reads, he is able to keep his 
classes lively and well informed. 


“J believe that they (instruc- 
tors) owe it to their students to 
bring to their students much 
more than what would be simply 
found in texts,” he said. 


Having personally taken more 
than 2,000 color slides of the 


areas to which he has traveled, 
he has made his personal visual 
aids library a treasure chest from 


which to draw educational mater- 
ials. Through the use of these 
slides he is able to project the 
student into the land which is be- 
ing discussed. This not only gives 
the student a better and clearer 
picture of the area of study, but 
makes it more personal and en- 
tertaining. 


Mr. Layport also uses tapes 
which reflect interpretations of 
history, or which view history in 
a humorous fashion. These audio 
aids give a change of pace andia 
variety to the class which could 
not be done in any other way. 
“We’ve had a lot of fun, and 
they (the students) have reacted 
well to them,” he said. 


Through the combination of his 
past experience in entertainment 
and magic, his abilities to sense 
and feel the needs of an audience 
and his tireless effort to continue 
and find new and exciting infor- 
mation about the subjects he

Opportunities Discussed 
Among GOP Committees 


On Saturday, April 20, the 
Republican National Committee 
and Republican State Central 
Committee of California offered, 
to surrounding California stu- 
dents at UCLA, regardless of 
political affiliation, seminars, 
centering on Communications, 
Government and Politics, and 
Business. 

Attending from Santa Ana 
College was Tom Farrell, Colonel 
V. Donor, George Chase and ac- 
companying the SAC gentlemen 
from Cal State at Fullerton, was 
Dave Wakeham. 

The seminar, entitled, ‘‘Oppor- 
tunities Unlimited,” had an im- 
pressive guest ljst centering on 
the keynote:addresses given by 
the GOP moderate spokesman, 
Charles Percy, U. S. Senator 
from Illinois and Gerald Ford, 
Congressman and House Minor- 
ity Leader. 

Senator Percy’s speech cen- 
tered on the vital need for origi- 
nal thinking in offering solutions 
to the problems America faces 
today. 

Congressman Ford’s_ speech 
appealed also for a more realis- 
tic approach to today’s problems 
and in entertajning a question 
from the floor concerning the 
Pueblo Incident, answered that 
he was concerned with America’s 
ability to act swiftly in the face 
of unexpected danger in that 
the USS Pueblo was unescorted 
when seized by the North Kor- 


eans. . 

The SAC students sitting in on, 
the “Government and Politics” 
seminar heard such notables as 


the highlights of Vietnam’s re, 
cent history. 

Krisman noted that a majority 
of the population of Vietnam had 
elected Ho Chi Minh as president 
of their country in 1945. He went 
on to say that President Eisen, 
hower had made the statement 
that, “80% of Vietnam’s popula. 
tion is in favor of Ho Chi Minh.” 

Krisman explained that, 
“‘Whenever people are denied the 
right to peacefully run _ their 
country, they will turn to vio. 
lence to solve their problems.” 
He also said that there is “no 
reason why Vietnam can’t be re. 
unified.” 


THREE PRINCIPLES 

After Krisman’s speech, Craig 
Harlan took the floor to give 
the audience his and Krisman’; 
three guiding principles of Amer. 
ican policy. Harlan, in essence, 
stated that these principles are 
not, but should be, the guiding 
lights for our policy abroad. 

The first principle is, “the pre. 
vention of nuclear war.” He told 
his attentive audience that, ‘We 
spend one-tenth of one percent 
on foreign aid while there are 
more than 10,000 people starving 
each day.” He said that, “we 
spend more than 100 times this 
amount on defense.”’ And that 
“we have accepted the responsi- 
bility of policing the world, but 
not for feeding its people.” 

MORAL VIEW 

Harlan related their second 
guiding principle by saying that, 
“The United States should con- 
ceive of its place as more of a 
moral angle than a political_one.” 
The third guiding principle for 
American policy according to 
Harlan would make a “marked 
distinction between domestic 
strife and foreign aggression.” 

Harlan summarized his and 
Krisman’s stand on our foreign 
policy by saying, ‘‘American pol- 
ily is dedicated to military super- 
iority over the world. Principles 
like we all have come to eat come 
secondarily because we utterly 
refuse to make sure everyone has 
enough to eat.” 

CONTROVERSY 

The remainder of the hour con- 
sisted of a sometimes heated 
question and answer period in 
which there was a lot of inter- 
action between many members of 
the audience and the Krisman/ 
Harlan team. 

The Krisman/Harlan speech 
was the World Affairs Club’s 
first attempt to fight apathy 
since its reorganization. The club 
hopes to bring representatives of 
all major political attitudes to the 
SAC campus in the future. In 
case you are interested in joining: 
the next meeting of the World 
Affairs Club will be held on 
Tuesday, May 6 in A-4. 


Evelle Younger, Distrjct Attor- 
ney of Los Angeles County, and 
Houston I. Flournoy, Controller 
State of California, State Sena- 
tor George Deukmejian, and 
Paule Haerle, Appointments Sec- 
retary to Governor Reagan. They 
ellaborated on such questions as 
campaign strategy, qualifications 
for public office, salaries, and 
put particular stress on the need 
for a responsible youth nowa- 
days for position in Amerjca’s 
public service careers whether 
it be the District Attorney’s of- 
fice or political office. 

All in all, it was quite a worth- 
while venture to listen to these 
devoted gentlemen speak on the 
issues.

‘Fantastic’ 


Finish Second In So Cals 


time of 1:49.2 as timer checks his watch. 


Santa Ana College took second 
place last week in the 33rd an- 
nual California Swimming and 
Diving championships, for the 
highest placing in SAC history. 

SAC swimmers racked up an 
all time high total of 260 points, 
and were only six shy of taking 
the first -place team trophy 
awarded to Fullerton, who finish- 
ed their scoring efforts with 266 
points. Fullerton, relying on su- 
perior depth in diving, needed 
every acrobatic point they could 
manage, to pull this meet out. 
Santa Ana wasn’t figured by any- 
one to be anywhere near conten- 
tion for top honors, but team 
members had different ideas. 

SAC swimmers just swam com- 
pletely wild, eclipsing four school 
records; and missing yet another 
by only one tenth of a second. 
“Fantastic” was the word Coach 
Gaughran used to describe their 
unheralded performance. ‘This is 
the highest placing a SAC aquat- 
ic team has ever managed in the 
Southern Cal’s,’” related the 
coach, “and I would publicly like 
to thank the team for their tre- 
mendous showing,” he concluded. 

The meet went down to the 
last event, the 400 yard medley 
relay to determine the actual 
winner of the meet. Fullerton 
actually had the meet sewn up, 
because they had qualified into 
third place and the SAC team of 
Geckler, McElrath, Carolan, and 
Fuller had not beaten the Horn- 
ets all year. Yet if Fullerton had 
managed a disqualification, the 
meet would have gone to Santa 
Ana. 

As it was, the relay went to 
Santa Ana over Fullerton, for the 
first time this year, and a second 
place finish behind the team from 
Long Beach. The meet however 
went to Fullerton, as they fin- 
ished into a third place: for the 
event, only .3 of a second behind 
the aqua-Dons. : 

But Santa Ana was not about 
to be outdone by Fullerton in the 
last race of the meet, and so they 
turned in a super effort, dropping 


one and two tenths seconds from 
their morning qualifying time 
and two and one half seconds 
from their previous E.C. finals 
best to nip Fullerton by three 
tenths of a second. 

Leading the parade of amaz- 
ing upset finishes was freshman 
Mark Nelson, for he had the two 
most amazing finishes of all. His 
first time out in the 400 yard 
individual medley, he finished in 
fifth place, and turned in the 
fastest 400 I.M. time recorded by 
any Don this year. 


He also cracked a four year old 
200 yard backstroke school rec- 
ord, and finished into fourth 
place in the finals in this event 
in the time of 2:10.1, breaking 
the old school record by one tenth 
of a second. 


Leading the Don scoring was 
sophomore Ron Bruce, who fin- 
ished his 200 yard freestyle in 
the school record time of 1:49.2, 
and a third place finish in that 
event, while he took another third 
in the 500 freestyle and finished 
second in the 1650, only 1.6 sec- 
onds off of his current EC and 
school record. 

Following Bruce in point to- 
tals with 44 was’ freshman 
breaststroker Steve McElrath, 
who finished each event with his 
lifetime best and a new school 
record in the 100 yard breast- 
stroke. McElrath finished into 
fourth in both the one and two 
hundred yard breaststrokes, also 
fourth in the 800 yard freestyle 
relay, sixth overall in the 200 
yard individual medley, and sec- 
ond in the 400 yard medley relay. 


Right now the State swimming 
and diving championships are be- 
ing held out at the Don pool, 
having started yesterday and fin- 
ishing up tomorrow. An admis- 
sion is being charged. However, 
students wishing to help with 
timing or judging the meet can 
get in free, and get the best view 
possible of the best swimmers in 
the State of California at the 
junior college level.

To Olympics? 


SAC wrestlers Dan Dean and 
Al Rivera qualified for the Olym- 
pic wrestling finals to be held in 
Ames, Iowa (Iowa State) next 
Wednesday by downing four op- 
ponents in the Northern Califor- 
nia Olympic Qualifying Tourna- 
ment last week. 


Dean, the State champion at 
130 lbs., pinned his first two men 
and was awarded decisions over 
his next two. Riviera, who had to 
face one more opponent than 
Dean, was awarded wins over his 
first three opponents by falls, 
and took the next two on decis- 
ions. 


When wrestling next week in 
Iowa both men will have to go 
through the tournament with 
about five wins against no losses 
in order to be considered for the 
team. The team will take the top 


two wrestlers in each weight 
classification, and trying out in 
Iowa will be about 20 wrestlers 
in each division. 


These two are the only County 
wrestlers being held in contention 
for possible berths on the Olym- 
pic team. Said SAC wrestling 
coach Frank Addleman, “This is 
all part of our plan to build the 
strength and prestige of the 
wrestling team. We plan on start- 
ing with smaller tournaments 
such as this, and then moving on 
to bigger and better things, such 
as winning the Eastern Confer- 
ence.” But seriously he added, 
“This is indeed a great honor for 
both the boys, and the school, for 
it is not every day that an ath- 
lete gets a shot at making the 
Olympic team and representing 
his country.”
